An At for making and clearing a public Road from St. Mary's

** ] HEREAS by reaſon of the uncertainty of the bounds of the parithes 
| of St. Mary, St. George, and St. Andrew, the paths leading from 
df. Mary s and St. George's have not yet been laid out and cleared, to the 
great hindrance and damage of the inhabitants thereof; and it being requi- 
lite, as well for their Majeſties ſervice in tranſporting ſpeedy ſuccours to each 
lace, as for the neceſfary uſe of their Majeſties liege people, that a public 
road be laid out from the ſaid pariſhes of St. Mary and St. George, into the 
parith of St. Andreu; be it therefore enacted and ordained by the Lieute-

been, and now is gracioully pleaſed, that whatſoever ſhall arife from te 
Quit-Rents ſhall be applied towards the ſupport of the government, and de- 
fraying the contingent charges of this iſland : In conſideration whereof, and 
to aſcertain the ſame, be it enacted and ordained by the authority aforeſaid,

the owners and proprietors of lands, by that calamity, and the ravage, ſpoil, 
and devaſtation made by the enemy ſoon after, many patents, deeds, cvi- 
dences, and receipts belonging to the inhabitants of this iſland were burnt 
and deſtroyed ; whereby the receivers of h r Majeſty's Quit-Rents have ſince 
from time to time been rendered incapable of doing their duty in collecting

AnD be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That all and 
every perſon or perſons, owners or proprietors of land within this iſland, 
that ſhall not, by themſelves, factor, attorney, or other perſon, repair to 
the Receiver-General's Office for that purpoſe, to be duly and conſtantly kept 
at the towns of St. Jago de la Vega and Kingston, at the uſual othce-hours, 
from the time of the paſſing of this act until the firſt day of May next, in 
the year of our Lord one thouſand ſeven hundred and four, and then and 
there duly account with the Collector or Receiver-General, or his Deputy 


or Deputies, and pay or give ſecurity to pay, at or before the ſaid firſt day 
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of May, in the year of our Lord one thouſand ſeven hundred and four, 
all his, her, or their Quit-Rents and arrearages of Quit-Rents, at that time 
due, for all and every the lands they hold and poſiets, from the faid Feaſt

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bounds thereof reſpectively; to the intent the Receiver-General-may know

XVI. ap be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That all bills 
of ſale and conveyances whatſoever, heretofore made and recorded, or ſuch 
as ſhall be made hereafter by any perſons out of this ifland, either by huſ- 
band and wife, or by any fingle perſon, who by law may make any ſuch ſale 
or conveyance, and acknowledged before the Lord 'Mayor of London, or any 
Lord Mayor, or Mayor of any other city within the kingdoms of England 
and Ireland, or before Governor or Governors of any of her Majeity's iſlands 
or colonies for the time being, and duly recorded in this ifland, thall be 
good and valid in law againſt all perſons whattoever, that can or may claim 
any manner of eftate in the lands, tenements, or premiſes fo conveyed, or 
to be conveyed, as fully, to all intents and purpoles, as any lands or tene- 


ments in England might be paſſed by fine and recovery duly levied and exe- 


cuted in any of her Majeſty's courts in Veſtmi ter. 

XVII. AxD be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That a dup- 
licate of all her Majeſty's books of quit-rents, impoſts, fines, and for- 
feitures, and other branches of her Majeſty's revenues, ſhall. be kept in the 
town of Sf. Jago de la Vega, to prevent any future accident, and for the 
better ſecurity thereof; for which ti:;e Receiver-General, or his deputy, 
ſhall take ſuch fee only as is allowed him in this act and the act of revenue, 
and no more; any law, cuſtom or uſage to the contrary notwithſtanding.

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Northward is found by experience to be very dangerous, be it further enacted 
by the authority aforeſaid, that no perſon or perſons whatſoever, from and 
after the ſaid firſt day of July, ſhall cover any houte, ſhed, out-houſe, or 


with any other ſhingles, fave what are made in this ifland, under the penalty 
of One Hundred Pounds, current money of this iſland, beſides the forfeiture 
thereof; one moiety whereof ſhall be paid to the Churchwardens for the 
time being of the laid pariſh for the ule of the poor thereof, as aforeſaid ;

Axp: whereas, for the ſecurity of the town, the Churchwardens and 
Veſtry for the time being may find it neceffary, that all powder, pitch, tar, 
roin, brimitone, turpentine, cordage, and all other combuſtible matters, to- 
zether with all lumber, and per ſons trading therein, or making uſe of fire, 
ſhould be removed thereout, and kept at the Tar-houſe, or ſome other con- 
venient place adjoining thereunto: Jo the intent therefore that all and every 
ſuch perſon and perſons may have a convenient place allotted for the carry- 
ing on of their reſpective trades and employments, be it enacted by the au- 
thority aforetaid, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the Juſtices and Veſtry 
for the time being, to demiſe, let, and ſet to all and every perſon and perſons 
trading in all or any ſuch commodities, all and every ſuch quantity and quan-

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V. AnD for the further ſecurity and regulation of the faid town, and pre- 
venting of fire therein, be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That 
it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſaid Juſtices and Veftry, when and 
as often as they meet, to make, conſtitute, and ordain ſuch rules, orders, and

law, cuſtom or uſage to the contrary in any wile notwithitanding. 

VI. AND whereas the time for chooſing Churchwardens and Veſtrumen, 
and other parochial officers, is, by the conititution and a law of this ifland, 
elapſed ; be it therefore enacted by the authority aforefaid, That it ſhall and 
may be lawful to and for the Juitices, or any two of them, within ten days 
after the paſũng of this act, to iſſue out a warrant or warrants to the Provoſt 
Marthal, or his lawful Deputy, to ſummon the frecholders ct the taid parith,

HEREAS the preſent highway from St. Jago de la Fega into the 
pariſhes of St. El/zzabeth and Weſtmoreland, in that part from S 

River over Long Bay and the Devil's Race, is very inconvenient and dun- 
gerous, by reaſon of the quick- ſands along the ſea-ſhore, and the narrow - 
neſs and difficulty of the paſs over the Dev Race : And whereas by ſeve— 
ral credible perſons that have travelled in the woods and mountains between 
Porus Savanna in the parith of Clarendon, and F arfter's plantation, in the 
parith of Sf. Elizabeth, it hath been found that a more commodious and 
thorter way may be cut through the woods from Porys Satan aforetaid, 
by the Cyferns to Martin's and by One-Eye mountain to Forſter's plantation, 
in the pariſh of St. E/izabeth aforeſaid ; And it being requiſite, as well for 
her Majeſty's ſervice in conducting ſpeedy ſuccours to each place, as for the 
neceſſary uſe of her Majeſty's liege people, that a public road be laid out 
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from the ſaid pariſhes of St. Elizabeth and Weſtmoreland into the pariſh of 


liver the tame to the faid Waywardens or Surveyors of the Highways, who 


Clarendon otoretaid ; be it therefore enacted by her Majeſty's Governor, 
Council, and Aſlembly, and it is hereby enacted and ordained by the autho- 
rity of the tame, That a new highway or path ſhall be, with all convenient 
ſpced, run out and made, leading trom the croſs to Burnt Savanna, and 
through Sf. J igo Savanna by Mr. John Sutton's penn, and lo over Sf. Fags 
Sudan to Perus Savanna, in the pariſh of Clarendon, according to the 
malt direct and convenient courſe it can be laid out; and from Ferus Sa- 
nue uforetaid by Martens, and from Martin's to the Ciſterus, and from 
tae Ci/terus by One- Eye mountain aforeſaid, and from thence the moſt direct 
and beſt way leading to Fer/ter's plantation in Sf.

AxDp be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That the Com- 
miſtoners for the reſpective parithes, in this act to be hereatter nominated 
and appointed, ſhall and may, and they are hereby impowered and required 
to adminiſter an oath to the Surveyor of the Highways or Waywardens of 
each reſpective pariſh, forthwith upon the return of the Surveyors, who are 
to run and lay cut the ſaid road or highway, to the Commiſſioners in this 
act to be hereatter named: which ſaid Surveyors are to be appointed by the 
ſaid Commiſhoners : And after ſuch return to he made and delivered by the 
ſaid Surveyors to the ſaid Commiſſioners, the ſaid Commithoners are to de- 


ſhall thereupon forthwith proceed to the execution and diſcharge of the ſe- 
veral reſpective duties, as is required in and by an act, entituled, An AF for 
the Highways, as in all other caſes of public roads and highways, which faid 
highway ſhall be cut fixty foot broad, according to an act of this iſland, en- 
tituled, An Act for the Highways, and well cleared by the Waywardens of 
the parilh of Clarendon atorciaid, by the labour of the negroes belonging to 
the t21d parith, by them to be warned for that purpoſe, io far weſtwardly as 
the bounds of the ſaid pariſh ſhall be found to extend; and the remaining 
part of the way to For/ter's plantation, as aforeſaid, thall be cut and cleared 
in like manner by the Waywardens of St. E/zzaberh's: And the ſaid high- 
way being ſo cut and cleared, ſhall for ever hereafter be deemed and taken 
as a public road; and thall, as often as occaſion requires, be maintained, re- 
paired, and cleared, and kept in good order by the Waywardens of the ſaid 
pariſh of Clarendon, from the Crots aforeſaid to the weſtward bounds of the 
Jaid pariſh of Clarendon, and by the Waywardens of the pariſh of St. Elixa- 
beth, from thence to Forfter's Plantation atoreſaid, and thence by or through 
Dicken/ſon's Plantation to the next highway, leading to the parith of et- 
moreland, through the pariſh of St. Elizabeth aforeſaid. 

III. AxD to prevent all diſputes which may ariſe about the bounds of the 
ſaid pariſhes of St. Elizabeth and Clarendon, or otherwiſe however touchi 
the execution and pertormance of this law, be it further enacted and ordained 
by the authority aforeſaid, That Jonathan Gale, Fobn Cambel, Eſq. Fonatban 
Dickenſon, Fohn Forſter, and John Hodges, gentlemen, of the ſaid pariſh of Sf. 
Eligabeth; Peter Beckford, Edward Pennant, Edward Fearon, 1 homas Ro- 
den, and Themas Cargil, Eſqrs. of the parith of Clarendon, be and are hereby 
appointed Commiſſioners to inſpect and take care of the due execution of 
this act; which ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three of them, ſhall and are 
hereby required to meet at the Croſs in Clarendon the firſt Thur/day in No- 
dember next, in the year of our Lord One thouſand ſeven hundred and five, 
and there to chooſe and appoint one lawful and ſworn Surveyor for the pariſh 
of St. Elizabeth, and another for the pariſh of Clarendon, who ſhall imme- 
diately proceed to the running out of ſuch a path as by this act is appointed 
to be made a highway, with the moſt conveniency to the publick, and the 
leaſt prejudice or damage to any particular perſon, from the Croſs aforeſaid, 
to Burnt Savanna, and through St. Jago Sevanna by the ſaid John Sutton's 
Pen, as aforeſaid, to Porus Savanna in Clarendon Pariſh, to Forſter's Plan- 
tation in St, Elzabeth's aforeſaid ; and ſhall run out, fix, and aſcertain the 
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' bounds of the ſaid two pariihes of St. Elizabeth and Clarendon, according as 
the ſame is appointed by a former act of this-country for the diviſion of the 
ſaid two pariſhes; and the ſame ſo aſcertained ſhall mark out, with ſtakes or 
other notable marks exactly in the line, to the end a poſt of good and dura- 
ple timber may he fixed, and for ever kept and maintained therein, when the 
faid highway comes to he cleared: on vhich ſaid poſt, fo to be fixed, ſhal! 
be cut or carved in good legible characters, on the weſterly fide thereof, Sr. 
Elizabeth; and on the eaſterly ſide thereof, Clarendon; and the fame hall 
be always known, reputed, ard taken as the boundary of the {aid two pa- 
riſhes, and to which the {:i4 two pariſhes reſpectively are hereby obliged to 
clear, and for ever maintain: And in caſe any Surveyor or Surveyors, fo to 
be choſen reſpectively, ſnall neglect or refuſe immediately to proceed to the 
running out the intended path and line, as aforeſaid, that-then, and in fach 
caſe, they ſhall reſpectively forfeit the fum of Fifty Pounds.

* paid by the Churchwardens of each pariſh, for the work by them done on 
account of each pariſh, as ſhall be adjudged by the Commiſſioners aforetaid, 
or the majority of them, to be paid out of the pariſh ſtock reſpectivelx. 

V. AND it is hereby further enacted by the authority aforetaid, That the 
ſaid Commiſſioners having received the return of the Surveyors, is aforeſsid, 
ſhall cauſe two copies of the ſame to be fairly drawn out, one whereof they 
ſhall forthwith ſend to the Waywardens of the pariſh of Clarenden, and the 
other to the Waywardens of Sz. Eligabetb's, with their ſtrict orders to each 
and every of them in writing, that they reſpectively, as before in this act is 
appointed, immediately proceed to the cutting down and clearing the ſaid

THEREAS there is an act of this iſtand, entituled An Al ar the 
maintenance of Miniſters and the Poor, and erecting. und reparrins of 
churches, in which there is not a ſufficient proviſion. made to encourage 
learned and pious men to come and to reſide in:the ſeveral parithes of this 
iſland : For the better encouragement therefore of good and orthodox Di- 
vines, duly qualified as the law directs, that now reſide in, or hereafter ſha}l 
come to this iſland, for the promotion of piety, religion, and virtue; be it 
enacted by the Governor, Council, and Afſembly.of this iſland of Jamaica, 
and it is hereby enacted and ordained by the authority of the ſame, That the 
Miniſters of each reſpective pariſh hereafter mentioned ſhall receive of the 
Churchwarden or Churchwardens of each reſpective pariſh ſuch ſums of 
money as is hereafter directed, every {ix * $h by equal portions; to be 
Taiſed and collected as in and by the ſaid act, entituled, An 7 for the main- 
tenance of Miniſters and the Poor, and erecting and repairing of churches, is 
directed, vrz. 

II. To the Miniſter of the pariſh of Sr. Catherine ſhall be allowed, raiſed, 
collected, and paid, the ſum of One Hundred and Fifty Pounds per annum, 
current money of this iſland: Provided nevertheleſs, af the Juſtices and Veſtry 
hall think fit, for the enconragement of an able Divine, it ſhall and may be 
lawful for them to add One hundred pounds more to his ſalary, ſo that the 
whole ſum exceeds not Two hundred and fifty pounds per annum.

VI. AN be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That when any 
Miniſter ſhall for the future happen to be preſented to any pariſh within this

the end prove very fatal and deſtructive to the place: Be it therefore enacted 
by the Governor, Council, and Aſſembly of this your Majeſty's iſland of Ja- 
maica, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the ſame, T hat no ſtones, 
ſhells, gravel, or ſand ſhall be taken up and carried away by any perſon or 
perſons whatſoever, their ſlaves or ſervants, from any quays or ſhoals from 
between One Buſh Quay to the Eaſtermoſt Quay ſo called, or within the ſpace 
or compats of three miles without or within the faid quays or either of them,

An Act appointing Waywardens, regulating Wharfage, and bugy- 
ing out the Channel between Port-Royal and Kingſton. 


} HEREAS the inhabitants of the town and pgrith of K:7g5/o are 
not qualified to elect Surveyors of the Highways, according tov an 
act entituled, An Act for the Highways, made in the thirty-tecond year af the 
reign of his late Majeſty King Charles the Second; whereby the ſaid town 
cannot be kept ſo clean and healthful as it ought to be: Be i: therefore 
enacted and ordained by her Majeſty's Governor, Council, and Atlembly, 
and it is hereby enacted and ordained by the authority of the fame, 
That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſuſtices and Freeholders 
of Kingston aforeſaid, who are hereby required and obliged, every year When 
they ſhall firſt meet, to lay their pariſh tax, to elect and choole two cr 
more inhabitants of Kingston aforeſaid, to be Waywardens in the ſaid town, 
although not qualified according to the directions of the ſaid act; who are 
hereby ordered and empowered to ſummon and warn the pariſhioners and 
inhabitants of the ſaid pariſh to ſend negroes and other fit perſons with 
pick-axes, ſpades, and other things neceffary, at ſuch time and times as they 
ſhall think convenient, for the cleanſing, repairing, and amending of the 
roads, ſtreets, lanes, alleys, and public places of the ſaid town, and far

HEREAS, through the neceſſity of ſending the youth of this Iſland 
to Great Britain for education, very many have conſiderably ſuffer.

eſtate their anceſtors were poſſeſſed of at the time of their death: And 
whereas it has frequently happened, that during the abode of ſuch youth in 
Great Britain (which often continues for ten or fifteen years) not only their 
immediate anceſtors, but the executors of ſuch anceſtors have died, where- 
by their eſtates have fallen into the hands, and under the management of 
executors or adminiſtrators to ſuch executors, who have been ſtrangers to

An Act to prevent Hawking and Peddling, and diſpoſing of Goods, 
| cha eftinely F. 


HEREAS divers mulattoes, Iidiaus, and negroes, have of late been 
frequently employed in hawking and ſelling, from place to place, all 
manner of goods, wares, and merchandize, which are commonly uſed and 
ſold in this ifland ; which practice tends to the manifeſt prejudice: of trade, 
and to the great diſcouragement of houſekeepers, who are ſubject to paro- 


chial duties, taxes, and rents for their houſes; Be it therefore cnacted by the 


Preſident, Council, and àAſſembly of this ifland, and it is hereby enacted by 


the authority of the ſame, 'i hat no mulatto, Indian, or negro whatſoever, 


ſhall hawk, or carry about to fell, from place to place, or thall 1eil in any 
open ſtreet or market, any tort or forts of goods, wares, or merchandize 
whatſoever, on penalty of the forfeiture of all and every tuch goods, wares, and 
merchandizes as ſhall be ſo hawked or carried, or expoſed to be fold and dif- 
poled of; and the further pain of ſuch corpora! puniſhment, as any Magiſtrate, 
in his diicretion, ſhall think fit to appoint, not exceeding. thirty- one laſhes. 

II. ProviptD always, that nothing in this act contained ſhall extend, or 
be deemed, conſtrued, or taken to extend to prevent the carrying about, 
ſelling, and diſpoſing of all, and all manner of proviſions, fruits, freſh fiſh,

An A for regulating and ſettling the Livings of the Clergy, and 
aſcertaining the ſame, and giving the Biſhop of London, £ccle- 
ſiaſtical Furiſdiftion over them. 


HEREAS the proviſion made for the maintenance of the clergy, in- 
\ cumbents of the greateſt part of the ſeveral pariſhes of this iſſond, 
is too ſcanty for a proper and ſuitable maintenance, and there is a neceſſity 
for augmenting the ſame; and part thereof being precarious, depending on 
the pleaſure of the Juftices and veſtry of the ſeveral pariſhes, the clergy are 
thereby thrown into an improper ſtate of dependence: And whereas the Biſhop 
of London, who claims to be dioceſan of this iſland, and to have coercion over 
the clergy here, hath never been admitted to the exerciſe of any ſpiritual iu-

ſible, any diſorders or diſturbances amongſt them, and to fruſtrate and defeat 
any of their evil purpoſes or deſigns: And whereas, for want of a proper 
guard-houſe and barracks for the reception of ſoldiers, that duty hath been 
performed by, and fallen very heavy on, the inhabitants of the ſaid town, 
who have been obliged conſtantly to keep guard there from Saturday until 
Monday in every week, and on all the utual holidays in each year: And where- 
as it hath been repreſented to the Aſſembly of this iſland, that the inhabitants 
of the ſaid town are willing to contribute, as much as in their power, to the 
expence of building a proper guard-houſe and barracks, for the purpoſes a- 
bove-mentioned ; but that, on account of their preſent neceſſitous circum- 
ſtances they are unable to bear the whole charges and expence of the ſame :

An Act to prevent the clandeſtine killing and marking of Cattle, and 
for the better regulating of Hunting. 


HEREAS many planters of this ifland have ſuffered confider»bly by 

divers evil-minded and diſorderly pertons, who, under pretence of 
hunting or going after wild cattle, have cl.ndeftinely entered the gr:2ing and 
other lands of ſeveral of the ſaid planters, aud the waſte lands near or adja- 
cent to the ſame, and diſabled, killed, and carried off great numbers of cat— 
tle, the property of particular perſons; who, for want of timely notice of 
ſuch hunting, have not been abie to protect their property, or of detecting 
the ſaid offenders, and bringing them to juſtice ; Fur remedy whereof, be it 
enacted by the Governor, Council, and A ſſembly of this your Majeſty's iſland 
of Jamaica; and it is hereby enacted and ordained by the authority of the 
ſame, That no perſon or perſons whatſoever, other than the owners or poſleſ- 
ſors of known pens of cattle, his, or their ſervants, or ſlaves, ſhall be al- 
lowed to hunt, purſue, take up, or kill any cattle, horſes, mares, mules, or 
afſes, in any Savannah, Common, waſte or unincloted lands, or in any other 
lands whatſoever, under the penalty of one hundred pounds; and that no 
owners or proprietors of any pens of cattle, or his or their overſeers, ſervants, 
or flaves, ſhall preſume to go out to hunt any cattle, horſes, mares, mules, 
or aſſes, in any Savannah, common, waite or unincloſed land, with lances, 
guns, cutlaſſes, or other inſtruments of death, without firſt having obtain- 
ed a licence from the Cuſtas, or ſome other Magiſtrate of the parith, ſpeci- 
fying the time and place of hunting; and without firit giving forty-ergat 
hours notice thereof to the proprietors of all the next adj-1ning pens, plan— 
tations, and ſettlements, or their overſeers, in order to their defending their 
property, under the penalty of one hundred pounas. 

II. AND be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That upon any 
ſuch notice given as aforeſaid, it ſhail and may be lawful to and for the own- 
ers or proprietors of the next adjoining pens, plantations, or ſettlements, or

nothing can be more agreeable to Juſtice, and the policy of all wiſe govern- 
ments, than providing the fair and honeſt creditor a ſafe, eaſv, and ſpeedy 
remedy for recovering his money, and diſcouraging all frivolous, vexatious, 
and dilatory proceedings ang oppoſition, in prejudice to ſuch creditors: 4nd 
hereas it cannot be doubted, but that many perſons would be induced, in- 
ſtead of placing their monies at a low intereſt in Great Britain, to lend out 
the ſame on good ſecurities in this ifland, but have been deterred by unjuſſ 
advantages being taken, and by the law now in being, compelling perſons ta 
taks ſugar, and other produce ot this iſland, at Port Rzya/, in payment and 
ſatisfaction of debts, upon à valuation often made without due reſpect and 
regard to the prices thoſe commodities bore in Great Britain, to the mani- 
feſt loſs and injury of ſuch creditors : And whereas all methods of payment, 
except in money of a known and fixed value, are falſe, dangerous, and de- 
ſtryQive of credit: And whereas it hath been found by experience, that, men 
of diſtinguiſhed character and fortune do ofte borrow money, in this iſland, 
at an intereſt of five per cent. only (from whence it is evident the natural 
intereſt of money is no more) when other perſons of large and ſufficient pro- 
perty to entitle them to ſuch loans, and under the ſame laws, have not heen 
able to borrow any money at all, and therefore have been unable to carry on 
or improve, and obliged to give up their plantations, to the manifeſt loſs of 
the publick ; when, in our mother country, little reſpect to perſons is ever 
made by the money-lender, fo as the ſecurity is equal: and whereas the 
obliging all men to a compliance with their contracts, and a punctual pay- 
ment of their juſt debts, will be alſo a great means of reducing the exorbi- 
tant price of all commodities imported into this iſland, and thereby put the 
planter upon a more equal footing with our dangerous rivals in the ſugar 
trade: And whereas the obliging all attornies, truſtees, guardians, execu- 
tors, adminiſtrators, mortgagees in poſſeſſion, and ſequeſtrators, and perſons 
acting for and on behalf of minors and abſentees, to render accounts of the 
annual produce and profits of the eſtates and intereſts for which they are con- 
cerned, will be alſo a further means of advancing and retrieving the credit 
of this iſland: And whereas the large commiſſions taken and received on ſuch 
eſtates and intereſts have been alſo a farther obſtruction to the credit and ſet- 
tling of this ifland, and to the lending monies upon landed ſecurities : And 
whereas the ſubjecting lands to the payment of all debts, and the giving 2 
ſpeedy and effectual remedy for the extending of ſuch lands, in getault of 
ſufficient goods and chattels, for ſatisfaction upon levies made by virtue of 
writs of execution, will greatly advance the good purpoſes aforgfaid : We

bliſh, that thittie acres of improveable lands fhall hee granted and allotted, 
to every. ſuch perſon, male or female, being twelve years old, or upwards, 
who new reſides, or within two years next enſuing, ſhall reſide: upon the ſaid
